the track. When the bow trolley 
of the locomotive or car comes in 
contact with the auxiliary wire 
closely paralleling the main trolley 
wire, the windings of the appara- 
tus are connected to the line. The 
current starts the motor, light the 
incandescent lamps, and rings an 
electric alarm bell. The operation 
of the bar requires about twenty 
seconds. During this time the drum 
by its screw thread is displaced in 
the direction of the shaft end and 
stops the braking action of the 
spring, working upon the rim of the 
gear wheel. Before the bar has 
completely reached the horizontal 
position the cable mounts the coni- 
cal part of the drum. The motor 
slows up and the bar is closed slow- 
ly at the end of its swing. When 
the counterweight balances the 
motor the bar remains closed with 
the current flowing through the 
motor when the trolley bow leaves 
the auxiliary wire. The counter- 
weight acts to bring the bar back 
to the vertical position. 


Mr. Fred T. Jane, the English 
naval expert, seems to be a man of 
good sense, since he takes absolute- 
ly no stock in the talk about air- 
ships attacking battleships. He 
says the futility of a rushing, un- 
certain aeroplane being able to 
drop with uncertainity a dynamite 
bomb upon such an insignificant 
object as’ a battleship will seem 
from the height that an airship must 
keep is apparent, He thinks that 
the main use of an airship in naval 
warfare will be to locate the battle- 
ships at night, so that they can be 
attacked by torpedo boats. The 
battleship at night is a difficult 
thing to locate at the level of the 
water, as she is part of a mass of 
haze and gloom. She can be much 
more easily seen from some height, 
and in this the airship scouts would 
prove valuable, 


as if they were giving and receiving 
directions. 

They are used in Burma for vari- 
ous purposes. The young calves are 
ridden like horses, with a soft pad 
and stirrups. They are found es- 
pecially valuable in bad country 
and may be ridden fifty or sixty 
miles a day. A tap on the side of 
the head, a slight pressure of the 
knee or a word whispered in the 
ear is all that is required to guide 
them. 

It is not at all a difficult matter 
for an elephant in prime condition 
to outrun a fast horse, but they can- 
not jump. A deep ditch only six 
or seen feet wide is impassable to 
them.

If possible the Burman exceeds 
other Asiatics in hospitality. He 
is par excellence the host of Asia. 
Any stranger may stroll into a Bur- 
man dwelling and demand hospita- 
lity for at least three days. No 
remuneration is expected, Opposite 
a Burmese house one usually finds 
earthen pots of water placed for the 
use of the traveller; under a roof 
especially sheltered to shelter the 
water from the hot rays of the tro- 
pical sun. These pots are tightly 
covered with earthen lids, which 
protect the water from dirt and 
dust. 

The social life of the Burmans is 
interesting in the extreme. They 
indulge in boxing matches, pony, 
bullock and boat races, cock fight- 
ing, splitting cocoanuts, snake 
charming and juggling. Chess and 
dominoes are the favorite games, 
Theatres are in great vogue. The 
plot of the play is usually some- 
what monotonous, for almost in- 
variably the hero is a prince of the 
blood royal the heroine is a prin- 
cess, and the rustics from the vil

THOSE MURDEROUS MOLLIES. 


Its Very Name Carried Terror to 
the Stoutest Hearts. 


_The Mollie Maguire Seoret So- 
ciety, which has figured so largely 
in a recent Irish political law case. 
was at one time the most dread 
organization of its kind in exist- 
ence. 

The ‘‘Mollies’’ were generally 
strong, active young peasants, who 
went about the country at dead of 
night dressed in women’s clothes, 
and with their faces blackened, or 
otherwise disguised. They travel- 
ied always in parties of four or five, 
and landlords and their agents, 
bailiffs, tithe proctors, process serv- 
ers, and the like, received short 
shrift at their hands. 

Sometimes they drowned their 
victims in bogholes. Or they would 
bludgeon them so mercilessly as to 
leave hardly a whole bone in their 
bodies; or ‘‘card’’ them, by drag- 

ing a cat up and down their bared 
acks, 

From Ireland the organization 
spread to America, and especially 
to the coal-mining districts of 
Pennsylvania, where for many 
years the mere mentign of its name 
carried terror to the stoutest 
hearts. 

No one could be a member of the 
oider unless he was an Irishman, 
or of Irish descent, and so, in the 
end, it came about that the prin- 
cipal aim and object of the Pennsyl- 
vania Mollies was to drive out of 
the district all miners of other na- 
tionaJities. 

To @ttain this end, wholesale se- 
cret i%gsassination was  systemati- 
cally tesorted to. Men were first 
warned, Then, if they declined to 
quit the country, or hesitated about 
coing so, they were shot dead on 
their own doorsteps, or while they 
were going to, or returning from, 
their work. 

And no one dared 
mouths. For the whole country- 
side was terror-stricken. With 
Molly Maguires as judges, Molly 
Maguires as lawyers, Molly Ma. 
guires as witnesses, crime, it was 
considered, could be committed 
with impunity. 

The breaking up of the terrible 
ciganization was due to the Pink- 
ertons, America’s world-famous de- 
tectives, who sent their agents in- 
to the strongholds of the Mollies, 
and ferret out their innermost

‘God help the poor folks ashore to- 
night!’’ is not wholly fantastic.

In many countries I have been 

resent at many exci scenes, 

ut never, I think, have I witness- 
ed and listened to such an outburst 
of enthusiasm as that which mark- 
ed the King’s victory, and which 
will make the Derby of 1909 for- 
ever momorable in the annals of 
the famous race eye a writer in 
the London Daily Mail. 

After we had partly recovered I 
was talking in tho with an 
cld nobleman who has seen every 
Derby since 1881 (as well as a good 
many before that) and a young girl 
who had just seen it for the first 
time. ‘‘Ah, my dear,’’ he said 
kindly, ‘‘you're lucky in your first 
Derby. You'll never see another 
like it.’’ That was the thought in 
everybody's mind. 

The most astonishing thing about 
the scene was the s nness 
it. One moment there was silence, 
tense, dramatic silence, and the 
next moment the air was rent by 
the shouting of innumerable throats 
and the course was black with peo- 
ple, every single one of whom was 
waving his hat and jumping up 
and down, yelling at the top of his 
voice. 

The police were taken completely 
by surprise. The crowd surged 
round the unsaddling enclosure 
rails before any attempt could be 
made to control them. There was 
very little roughness and no row- 
dyism, but a vast concourse of peo- 
ple is always difficult to manage. 
The police had a hard task set them 
by the suddenness of the onrush. 
They did their werk forbearingly 
and well. 

The finish was such a near thing 
that in the grandstand enclosure 
where I was at the moment, there 
was just a flicker of doubt after the 
horses got past the post as to whe- 
ther Minoru had kept his lead. 
Louviers had come along with such 
a gallant rush as they flashed up 
the straight that there was very 
little between them. They were 
almost neck and neck. Instantly, 
however, No. 1 was hoisted, and 
we knew that for the first time in 
its history a Sovereign of England 
was the winner of the ‘‘classic 
race.”’

The King was still 
in his box bowing, hat in hand. 
Then he bent towards the Queen, 
spoke a word to her, turned, and 
went out.

A few moments passed, and then 
the King appeared, smiling and 
bowing, on the steps leading down 
from his box to the enclosure. The 
cheers, which had not for an in- 
stant ceased, were now redoubled. 

Down among the crowd his Ma- 
jesty came to lead the winner in. 
The few policemen at hand began 
‘o wse vigorous means to keep the 
throng back. But the King lifted 
a deprecating hand 

“Gently, gently,’’ his gesture 
seemed to say. ‘‘These are all my 
loyal subjects. They will make way 
for me to pass.’’ 

It was wonderful how they did 
make way. Those in front consti- 
tuted themselves an emergency 
bodyguard. They linked arms and 
formed a solid block. Through a 
narrow avenue thus made in the 
dense mass of cheering humanity 
the King walked without the least 
sign of apprehension. Still smil- 
ing, still acknowledging salutes, as 
calm and debonair as if he were 
walking between lines of soldiers, 
he made his way to where Lord 
Marcus Beresford stood holding the 
winner's head. 

The beautiful creature was as 
calm as its royal owner. Its glos- 
sy brown flanks heaved, its aristo- 
cratic nostrils dilated. But its eyes 
had in them only a quiet wonder, as 
Jones, the jockey, smoothed its 
neck and murmured broken words 
oi affection and praise. 

The King took the bridle, and 
amid still more frantic shouts from 
every part of the course he led 
Minoru in, It was a proud mo- 
ment for Jones, but not the first 
time he had experienced such a 
thrill, It was he who rode Dia- 
mond Jubilee, with whom the King, 
then Prince of Wales, won the 
Derby in 1900.

Rubber Is Too Expensive Now For 
the Real fekape. 


fifty years ago was in making st

Thoy were of strange shapes, but

Mr. J. E. 
Warren in a little book of travel en- 
titled ‘‘Para,’’ 

A number of blacks bearing long 
poles on their shoulders thickly 
strung with India-rubber shoes at- 
tracted our attention. These are 
for the most part manufactured in 
the interior, and are brought down 
the river for sale by the natives, 
It has been estimated that at least 
two hundred and fifty thousand 
pairs of shoes are annually export- 
ed from the province, and the num- 
ber is constantly on the increase, 

A few words here respecting the 
tree itself and the manufacture of 
the shoes may not be out of place. 

The tree is pecul:ar in its appear- 
ance, and sometimes reaches the 
height of eighty avd even of a hun- 
dred feet. The trunk is perfectly 
round, rather smooth, and is pro- 
tected by bark of a light color. 
The tree bears a curious fruit of 
the size of a peach, which, although 
not very palatable, is eager! 
sought by diflerene animals. Th 
fruit is separated into three lobes 
each containing a small black nut. 

The trunk of the tree having been 
perforateu, a yel'owish liquid, re- 
sembling cream, flows out, and this 
is caught in small clay cups fasten- 
ed to the tree. When these cups be- 
come full, thier contents are emp- 
tied into large earthen jars, in 
which the liquid is kept until it is 
desired for use. 

The work of making the shoes is 
as simple as it is interesting. 
Imagine yourself in one of the 
seringa groves of Brazil. Round 
you are a number of good-looking 
natives, low in stature and of olive 
complexion. All are variously en-

ers. This is the liquid as it was 

taken form the rubber-tree. Into 
this liquid a wooden last, covered 
with clay and having a handle, is 
plunged. A coating of the liquid 
remains upon the last. 

You will perceive that another 
native then takes the last and holds 
it in the smoke rising from the 
burning of a species of palm nut, 
for the purpose of causipg, thet 
glutinous substance to assume a 
dark color. The last is then plung- 
ed again into the caldron, and this 
process is repeated, as in dipping 
candles, until the coating is of the 
required thickness. 

A number of Indian girls are en- 
gaged in making various impres- 
sions, such as flowers, upon the soft 
surface of the rubber, by means of 
their thumbnails, which have been 
especially pared and cultivated for 
this purpose. After this final opera- 
tion the shoes are placed in the 
sun to harden, and large numbers 
of them may be seen laid out on 
mats in exposed situations.

AUSTRIA. 


In_ Austrian cities Moers 
Trieste, Prague) poor chil 

fed partly by private charitable as- 
sociations and partly by the use of 
municipal funds, The municipality 
furnishes rooms usually in the 
school buildings. 


, BELGIUM. 


In Liege the municipality has fur- 
nished soup free for many years 
to all children in the kindergartens. 
The benefits of this practice have 
recently been extended to the chil- 
dern of the first year’s course, and 
to needy children in the second 
and third years’ courses. 

In Antwerp food is served to all 
who wish to buy. There is a chage 
of five centimes a day in the kinder- 
garten and ten centimes in the ele- 
mentary. 

_ In Brussels meals are served to 
indigent children. 


DENMARK. 


In Copenhagen meals are provid- 
ed free for all children who wish 
them. No questions are raised as to 
the economic conditions of the par- 
ents. One-third of the children in 
the free schools were reported, in 
1905, as taking advantage of this 
opportunity.” The work is admin- 
istered by an association directly 
conn with the mtinicipality and 
recovering from it a yearly grant 
nee the.-private contri- 
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HOLLAND, 


Utrecht has since 1904 provided 
free dinners during the winter 
months for children designated by 
the head of school and approved 
by the proper officials. In other 
cities of Holland the relief is en- 
tirely in the hands of charitable 
organizations, in most cases with- 
out aid from municipal funds. 


NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 


Free meals are provided neces- 
sitous children by the local authori- 
ties. In Stockholm, kitchens are 
constructed in connection with the 
school buildings in all parishes. 
In Christiania provision is made for 
the purchase of tickets by parents 
who are able to pay about 2% cents 
per meal, and in some parishes of 
Stockholm, those who are able to 
pay are charged about 1 cent for a 
meal, consisting as a rule of two 
dishes. In some parishes the poor- 
est are served a breakfast of milk 
and bread. In the elementary 
schools of Stockholm the food is 
prepared by the pupils in the cook- 
ing section of the schools. 


SPAIN. 


In Madrid an association has re- 
cently been organized for maintain- 
ing ‘‘school canteens.’’ This is un- 
der supervision of the public au- 
thorities and receives assistance 
f.om the ministry of education, the 
provincial administration and the 
municipality. It supplies food to 
those qualified for relief, while 
children who can afford it pay 24% 
to 3% cents per week toward the 
canteen expenses, 

Barcelona supplies, through re- 
ligious charitable associations, 
breakfast and lunch to children 
who furnish certificates of poverty. 

SWITZERLAND. 

In Zurich the provision of meals 
is in the hands of the school author- 
ity of each district, assisted in some 
districts by charitable. organiza- 
tions. Meals are given to all under- 
fed children. Weli-to-do parents 
pay 3 cents a mea. 


ITALY, 


In Italy the care of unfed ‘chil. 
dren is, as a rule, in the hands of 
private institutions, receiving. as- 
sistance from state, provincial and 
municipal funds. An exception is 
Milan, where a central organiza | 
tion connected directly with and 
administered by the municipality 
feeds the children.

omnibus drivers. There never was 
a general strike, and for this Lon- 
doners had to be thankful, but hun- 
dreds of thousands of residents in 
and around the metropolis were 
held up morning and night by the 
withdrawal of omnibuses, says Lon- 
don Answers. 

The danger of a great railway 
strike, with its fearful consequenc- 
es, was happily averted a short 
time ago; but in 1897-8 the public 
gained some idea of the inconveni- 
ences which it would have brought 
atout. That was the time of the 
engineers’ strike, and, of course, 
the secession of the men responsi- 
ble for the motive power of our 
railways partially paralyzed the 
companies. 


WELSH COAL STRIKE.

Every 
passenger's luggage was weighed 
with great ceremony, passports

It can be said with all truth that 
a strike inflicts the greatest injury 
upon those who have had nothing 
ti do with its origin, but who are 
forced into the fight by the eco- 
nomic conditions. The small trades- 
man, whose livelihood depends on 
the working classes, is the first to 
suffer.

The Batwa or Bambutu imhabit 
the forest on both sides of ‘the 
Etuli.

put in practice, by 
ADMINISTRATIVE ORDER, 


a rule by which 90 per cent. of the 
poor consumptives of the country 
will be compelled to enter the pub- 
lic infirmaries, where, of course, 
they will be effectively isolated, will 
have every possible chance of re- 
covery, and will no longer be a 
danger to their fellows. 

Burns’s plan is based on the fact 
that 90 per cent. of the poor con- 


sumptives in England, at one stage 
or another of their disease, are 
compelled to scek what is known 
as out relief from the poor law au- 
thorities. Out relief consists of a 
weekly dole of money from the pub- 
lic funds which is given to persons 
who are not absolutely destitute 
and who are desirvus of keeping out 
ot the workhouse. It is good in 
most cases because it enabled many 
a family to tide over bad times 
without the radical breaking up 
which must always result from sel- 
ling up the few sticks of furniture 
they possess and entering the poor- 


house. It also saves many desery- 
ing persons from the workhouse 
stigma,

issue an order as president of the 
local government board, making 
tuberculosis a notifiable disease.

German and 
American researches have proved 
beyond doubt that.one of the chief 
scurces of tuberculosis in children 
is milk from diseased cows, and 
it has been ascertained that nearly 
a third of the milch cows in Eng- 
land are suffering from tuberculo- 
sis in one form or another. Burns’s 
bill provides for the slaughter of 
these diseased cows and the pay- 
ment of compensation to the farm- 
ers on a scale graded in propor- 
tion to the degree to which the dis- 
ease has advanced. Thus a badly 
diseased cow will not be paid for

There has just died at the age of 
sixty-seven a man of the name of 
Angelo Basso, of New York, who 
amassed a fortune 
$500,000 by selling sandwiches. Bas- 
s> was credited with giving the 
“‘best, biggest, and most appetiz- 
ing’’ sandwich in town for the mod- 
est sum of a nickel (five cents). 
Everyone knew Basso’s sandwiches, 
and though he had only one shop 
it was crowded sixteen hours out 
iof the twenty-four by messenger 
boys, work-girls, business men, and 
others who had come a considerable 
distance to secure what became 
known as a ‘‘Basso.’’ 

Years ago, among the many at- 
tractions held at the Madison 
Square Garden was a six-days’ 
walking race. This race went on 
hour after hour from midnight 
Saturday to midnight Friday, many 
people staying there, The 
week. On such occasions as these 
the Angelo Basso sandwich, which 
the wise old Italian put on sale 
there, came to be looked upon as a 
standard article. No one wanted 
any sandwich but Basso’s, and it 
was quite useless for anyone else 
to try and break into the old man’s 
trade; it was an_ impossibility 


which was recognized. One Basso} 


sandwich was a meal for an ordin- 
ary man, and two would satisfy six 
children, These sandwiches were 
made of good material and very 
varied—ham, corned beef, cheese, 
sardine, beef, tongue, ete.—and it 
was Basso’s boast that never dur- 
ing the forty years he had been 
making sandwiches had he been ac- 
cused of selling even a ‘‘question- 
able’’ one. 

Although the profit of these sand- 
wiches was very small—considering 


their size—Basso waxed rich, and} 


was soon able to take a fine deli- 
catessen store in a popular part of 
New York. But though he sold

months old. In not less than five 
cases out of every six the whole 
trouble is brought on by misman- 
agement on the part of those who 
had their feeding in charge. Some 
are so anxious to save the cream 
for the family or to sell that they 
think the little calf can just es 
well subsist on skim milk when it 
is only a week old, and they begin 
feeding skim milk wholly to this 
little young thing. Some calves 
will no doubt not be injured by it, 
providing it is fed fresh and warm 
from the separator, but the ma- 
jority of calves a week old have 
not strength of digestion enough 
to digest it properly and it passes 
through the alinientary canal in 
an undigested state, or the 60 
called ‘‘white scour’’ state—sim- 
ply chyle. The calf is constantly 
bawling for something to eat, runs 
down in flesh and becomes worth- 
less. All this could have been pre 
vented had the owner not robbed 
the calf of nature’s nourishment 
and had he fed 1t whole milk a 
week longer, and then by degrees 
change to skim milk. 

In other cases it becomes too 
much trouble for some to warm the 
milk for calves, and it is fed almost 
ice cold, as it comes from a cold 
water or ice separator. The result 
is that the average nalf’s stomach 
is chilled and the digestion im- 
paired, if not ruined. Then the 
|owner desires a remedy for calf 
scour. Some allow the calf to get 
extremely hungry, do not feed at 
regular hours, then feed a double 
quantity, and engorge the stomach 
beyond what can be digested. The 
calf bloats and perhaps dies in 
consequence; but if it escapes that 
it physics, loses its appetite and 
barely eats enough to exist and 
grows up a weakling when it might 
have been a valuable animal. 
Some think any old swill pail 


harbinger for untold microbes and 


to a} . 
literally poisoned and dies with 


gastric fever or dysentery. Some 
think sour milk is all the calf needs, 
and by the time the calf is a 
month old any kind of milk that 
comes handy—buttermilk fresh or 
buttermilk cold, loppered skim milk 
or any old milk—fed in any quan- 
tity they may have, is good 
enough for calf feed. Then when 


the calf’s digestion becomes im- 
paired they seek to furnish a 
remedy. 

Never feed a calf any milk but 
fresh new milk from either its 


mother or a fresh cow until it is 
not less than ten days old, then 
mix it with half skim milk and 
gradually reduce the whole milk 
until the calf is a month old. 

Never try to feed a cait cold milk 
until past two months of age, al- 
ways warm the milk to about 100 
degrees, and never warm it to the 
point of scalding sc. 

At the present t’me scientists 
are advising the warming of milk 
(sterilizing it) by bringing it up to 
168 degrees and holding it there 
for ten minutes to kill pessible dis- 
ease germs. All such milk should 
be doctored by the use of flaxseed 


jelly or linseed oil meal. Never 
stir linseed meal, oatmeal, wheat 
bran or middlings or any other 


meal in milk. Always gently pour 
the oatmeal or other meals on top 
of the milk, and as the calf drinks 
the milk the meal will settle to the 
bottom of the pail, and then the 
calf will lick it and suck it dewn 
and no harm will follow. When it 
is stirred in the milk scouring may 
result as the meal wil! be carried 
along the digestive tract with the 
milk further than it shoultl be be- 
| fore the gastric juices will act upon 
it. Never feed loppered or sour 
milk to a calf. Sweet buttermilk 
after a calf is tw months of age 
} may be fed as a part milk food; but 
acid or sour buttermilk never feed 
to a calf, 

In conclusion study to prevent 
calf scour. This should be the 
effort of all calf raisers—not seek 
| remedies to cure it, Keep all pails 
used in calf feeding as clean as 
}your milk pails. If troughs ara 
used, always flush them with pure, 
clean water after the calves have 
taken their milk When calf rais- 
ers will learn to obrerve the 
simple precautions mentioned 
scouring calves and weak emaciat- 
ed ones will rarely be seen.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
LAND REGULATION. 


Any peison who is the sole 
head of a family, or any male 
over eighteen years old, may 


homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Man- 
itba, Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
The applicant must appear in per 
son at the Dominiun land agency 
or sub agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency on certain conditions 
by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending 
homesteader. tere 


Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of the land 
in each of three years. A home-
